The above reference came to the attention of the undersigned representative 
of the Applicant under circumstances that did not allow the filing of an Information 
Disclosure Statement Under 37 C.F.R.§ 1.97(c), and therefore a Request for 
Continued Examination is being filed simultaneously herewith to allow entry and 
consideration of this Information Disclosure Statement and Reference AL cited 
above. 

Reference AL discloses a feedback cancellation method and circuit wherein a 
cascade of two narrowband filters with a fixed delay is used, instead of a single filter 
and a delay, in order to represent the feedback path in each of a number of sub- 
bands. The firs filter is a so-called "training filter" and can be an FIR filter or an IIR

filter. The second filter is a so-called "tracking filter" and also can be implemented as 
an FIR filter. The second filter tracks variations of the feedback path in the relevant 
sub-band that are caused by movement of the jaw of the person wearing a hearing 
aid embodying the feedback cancellation circuit, or caused by objects that are close 
to the ears of the person wearing the hearing aid.
